It is considered certain that the 


allied lines will eventually have to 


fall back to the P a ris fortifications. 


A lready there is discussion of the 


final line of occupation. 
So fa r as 


outward indications are concerned 


the final line of defense will he ex­ 
tremely advantageous to the allies. 


Roughly 
speaking it 
w ill take the 


form of a gigantic letter Z. 
The first 


line will extend northeast to a point 


in the vicin ity of L a Fere. The second 


will extend roughly to the southeast 


to Rheim s. 
The third will extend 


northeast again to Meziers and the 


fourth 
southeast 
tow ard Verdun. 


This latter line, however, is mobile 


inasm uch as the French are in very 


great strength all through tin- te rri­ 


tory.

Of Defenses That Protect the City of Paris. 


Paris Is considered the strongest fortified city in the world. 
As the German army gradually pushed the allies 
back the city prepared for a long siege. Ilonses In the suburbs which obstructed the cannon fire from some of the 
forts were blown up. Many people hastily fied to the south. 
Fifty-one forts and masked batteries defend Paris in 
addition to the solid wall, of masonry around the city proper. The Germans l>esieged and starved the city into sur­ 
render In 1871, but conditions are different now. Figures show that nearly $S00,000,000 has been spent in building 
new forts and remodeling old ones. The forts have a sweep of eighty five miles and protect 000 square miles.

OSTEND FREED 


Now In Its 20th Year 


This Adds Colcr to London Reports 


That Russian Expedition is on 


Way to Reinforce Allies. 


SENT 
BY 
WAY OF 
SCOTLAND 


New English Army of 500.000 Re­ 


cruits Will be Completed in Few 


Days— Meeting Stimulates It. 


(B y United Press.) 
London, Sept. 4.— Recruiting was 
greatly stimulated by today’s non­ 
partisan meeting and it was confi­ 
dently asserted that Earl Kitchener’s 
new army of 500,000 men 
will 
be 
complete in another ten days. 
The 
news that Paris probably will he in­ 
vested within tiie next day or so has 
brought home to London tlie near­ 
ness oft he “German peril.” 


All news regarding the actual sit­ 
uation in the field i> withheld. Hints 
of Russian help in an expedition to 
he landed at Ostend are heard hut 
there is no confirmation. 
The most 
definite reports say the czar has sent 
a vast army of a half million men, 
most of them cossaeks, to Scotland, 
enroute to Ostend. (’avalry are badly 
needed if attem pts are made to cut 
the German communications Ostend 
dispatches state that all 
foreigners 
have been ordered away. 
This adds 
color to the report that 
important 
developments are impending. 


There is a distinct undercurrent 
of pessismism in the meagre news 
that ('«nnes from the continent. 
The 
complete isolation of Paris is con­ 
sidered certain in the very near fu- 
t lire. 


The one fact 
which prevents a 
panicky feeling, however, is the real­ 
ization that the allied army is still 
intact. 


Despite every effort on the part 
of the Germans it is still an active 
fighting force that must always he 
reckoned with. 
And the allied army 
will not make the mistake of per­ 
mitting itself to he cope«l up in the 
forts. 
It still has an open way and 
will take advantage of it although 
the whole of France north of 
tin* 
riveys, Aisne, Oise and the 
lower 
reaches of the Seine art1 in p o rt's 
sion <>f the Germans and they an* 
still moving swiftly forward. 


The various rifle ranges are being 
worked at very daylight hour by the 
soldiers of the new army. 
The offi­ 
cers are taking Earl Kitchener’s in­ 
junction to teach the man to shoot 
literally ami there is very little dril­ 
ling in the ordinary sense of the 
term.

ing out excellently as m any of the 
more prominent firms are giving all 
employes leaves of absence at half 
pay on conditions that they enter the 
army.

Good Business Judgment. 


The eity council last night exhibi­ 
ted good business judgment by rais­ 
ing the tax levy. 
The increase of 
fifteen cents in the levy for 
next 
year was the best thing for the tax­ 
payers of Rushville, both now and 
in the future. The tax levy was not 
raised because this 
administration 
lias been extravagant, but because 
of the poor business methods of the 
last administration. 
Instead of raising tlie tax levy last 
September to pay the expenses of 
the city this year, the Blackvadmin­ 
istration, which proceeded the pres­ 
ent one, let the legal time for mak­ 
ing the tax levy slip by and there was 
nothing to do but let the old levy 
stand. 
But the expenses of the city had 
to be paid just the same. 
The eity 
did not have tho money because not 
enough came through the treasurer'* 
office in taxes. 
There was but one 
alternative. 
The city had to borrow 
it and pay six j>er cent interest on it. 
This is, the taxpayers will have to 
pay the interest. 
In addition they 
will have to pay the original debt. 
But what’s the use of paying the 
debt and the interest tool 
Why not 
raise the money through taxation in 
the first place and avoid the neces­ 
sity of 
paying 
the 
interest. 
Of 
course, the interest is not a 
great 
amount of money, especially when 
borne by all of the people, but it is 
that much. 
Furthermore, it is not 
the way a business man would run 
his business when he had opportun­ 
ity to do otherwise. 
The present city administration, 
instead of raising the tax levy, for 
instance, five cents, to pay off a part 
of t lie b o n d s falling due next year, 
raised the levy on bonded indebted­ 
ness enough ^o that all of tlie bonds 
can be met in 1915. 
If this had not 
been done, the city would have had 
to borrow more money in 
1915 
to 
meet the bonds when they fell due. 
There would be more interest to pay. 
If such methods were pursued for­ 
ever, the city debt would continually 
increase through sheer weight of in­ 
terest. 
Undoubtedly the city will be back­ 
ed up bv the good b u sin ess judgment, 
of the taxpayers of the 
city. 
The 
council reasoned that it was 
much 
better business to increase this par­ 
ticular levy from nineteen to thirty- 
four cents and pay off the indebted­ 
ness at four per cent, interest, which 
the bonds call for, than add six per 
cent more in interest on money which 
would have to be borrowed to meet 
the bonds as they fall due of 
the 
money were not raised by taxation. 
The bonds and interest on them 
falling due in 1915 amount to $10,- 
072.56. 
If the levy on bonded in­ 
debtedness had not been increased 
to thirty-four cents, the city would 
have had to pay interest of $604.35 
on that sum of money which 
would 
have had to have been borrowed to 
meet the bonds. 
The levy for the general fund and 
the library fund was identically the 
same as last year. 
It was only to 
meet bonded indebtedness that the 
one branch of the levy had to be 
raised. 
But even considering the obstacles 
brought about by bonding the city 
so heavily, the Rushville tax 
levy, 
with the increase in the 
fund 
for 
bonded 
indebtedness, 
is 
not 
any 
higher, than the average levy in cities 
in thi> part of Indiana. 
The Connersville eity council has 
fixed the Gonner!*vilIe city levy for 
next year at $1.29. 
The Richmond 
city levy 
for 
1915 
is 
$1.10. 
In 
Khelbvville the levy for next year is 
$1.11. 
The Columbus city levy 
is 
$1.15 ami it will probably not be in­ 
creased for next year. 
The levy at 
Bloomington i* $1.31 for next year. 
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process of solution is to be comple­ 
ted, no one must be given reason to 
doubt the solidity and adequacy of 
the 
treasury 
of 
the 
government 
which stands behind the whole meth­ 
od by which our difficulties are being 
met and handled. 
The treasury itself could get along 
for a considerable period, no doubt, 
without immediate resort 
to 
new 
sources of taxation. 
But at 
what 
cost to the business of the commu­ 
nity? 
Approximately $75,000,000 a 
large part of the present 
treasury 
balance, is now on deposit with na­ 
tional banks distributed 
throughout 
the country. 
It is 
deposited, 
of 
course on call. I need not point out 
to you what the 
probable 
conse­ 
quence of inconvenience and distress 
and confusion would be if the dimin­ 
ishing income of the treasury should 
inuke it necessary rapidly to with­ 
draw these desposits. And yet with­ 
out additional revenue that plainly 
might become necessary, 
and 
the 
time when it became necessary could 
not he controlled or determined by 
the convenience of the business of 
the country. It would have to be de­ 
termined by the operations and ne­ 
cessities of the treasury itself. Such 
risks arc not necessary and ought 
not to be run. We cannot too scru­ 
pulously or carefully 
safeguard 
a 
financial situation which is at best, 
while war continues in Europe, diffi­ 
cult and abnormal. 
Hesitation and 
delay are the worst forms of bad 
policy under such conditions. 
“And we ought not to borrow. We 
ought to resort to taxation, however 
we may regret the necessity of put­ 
ting additional 
temporary 
burdens 
on our people. 
To sell bonds would 
be to make a most untimely and un­ 
justifiable demand 
on 
the 
money 
market ; 
untimely, because ibis ic 
manifestly not the time to withdraw 
working capital from other uses to 
pay the government bills; unjustifi­ 
able 
because 
unnecessary. 
The 
country is able to pay any just and 
reasonable taxes 
without 
distress. 
And to every other form of borrow­ 
ing whether for long periods or for 
short, there is the same objection. 
These are not 
the 
circumstances, 
this is, at this particular moment and 
in this particular exigency, not the 
market, to borrow 
large sums 
ol’ 
money. 
What we are seeking is to 
ease and assist every financial trans­ 
action, not to add a single additional 
embarrassment to the situation. The 
people of this country are both in­ 
telligent and 
profoundly 
patriotic. 
They are ready to meet the present 
conditions in the right way and to 
support the government with gener­ 
ous self-denial. They know and un­ 
derstand and will be intolerant only 
of those who dodge responsibility or 
arc not frank with them. 
“The occasion is not of 
our own 
making. 
We had no part in making 
it. 
But it is here. 
It affects us as 
directly and palpably almost as if 
we were participants in the circum­ 
stances which gave rise to it. 
We 
must accept the inevitable with calm 
judgment and unruffled, spirits, like 
men accustomed to deal 
with 
the 
unexpected, habituated to take care 
of themselves, master* of tlieir own 
affairs and their own fortunes. 
We 
shall pay the bills, though we did not 
deliberately incur it. 


“In order to meet every demand 
upon the treasury without delay or 
peradventure and in order to keep 
the treasury strong, unquestionably 
strong and strong 
throughout 
the 
present anxiety, 
I respectfully urge 
that an additional revenue of $100,- 
000,600 be raised through 
internal 
taxes devised in your wisdom to meet 
the emergency. The only suggestion 
I take the liberty of making is that 
such sources of revenue be 
chosen 
as will begin to yield at 
once 
and 
yield with a certain and constant 
flow. 


“I cannot close without expressing 
the confidence with which 1 approach 
a congress, with regard In this or 
any other matter, which has shown 
so untiring a devotion to public duty 
which has responded to the needs of 
the nation throughout a long season

fore. 
The transfer was completed 
today. 
Shortly after the founding of the 
Third Republic the government mov­ 
ed to Tours in 1871. When the Prus­ 
sians moved on Tours, the govern­ 
ment was moved to Bordeaux. 
Bordeaux is 359 miles southwest 
of Paris and has a population of 
240,000. 
It is loeated on the west 
hank of the Garonne, 60 miles in­ 
land, and is in the center of the Me- 
doc wine growing district. 
During the terrible 
d a y s of the 
French revolution Bordeaux suffered 
almost a* much 
Paris. It was the 
headquarters of the 
Girondists 
at 
that time. 
It was at Bordeaux that 
the proclamation of 
Napoleon Ill’s 
dethronement was decided upon by 
tin* last assembly meeting held there 
before the government went back to 
Paris. 
Bordeaux i* the 
third 
port 
of 
France in commercial 
importance. 
The great harbor there is capable of 
containing 1.000 ships of any size 
Large ocean steamers can ascend 
the Garonne to the city at high tide. 
It would be easy to land 
English 
troops in tho city. 
There are a series of forts 
on 
either bank of the 
Garonne 
river 
leading. 
Bordeaux’s university is attended 
by over 2,000 students and ha* 
a 
library of 200,000 volumes. 
There 
are a series of fo rts on either bank 
of the Carronne river leading to Bor­ 
deaux and there is a ring of fortifi­ 
cations of minor importance on the 
the inland 
outskirts of the 
city. 
While an armed force of size could 
easily take the town, it is improbable 
that the Germans could send such 
a force that di*tance and maintain 
a line of eoinmunicat ions.

The men are badly wanted and 
all England and her colonies must 
accept the responsibility 
was

tenor of the English proclamation. 
The premier was applauded to the 
utmost as he 
denounced 
Germany 
and insisted that there could be no 
defense. 
He said: 
“We have received only 
a 
frac­ 
tion of the accounts of the countless 
outrages of these buccaneering lev­ 
ies. 
They have exacted tribute from 
the unprotected, from the non-com­ 
batants after their defenders 
have 
been compelled to 
fall 
back. 
But 
there are certain outrages that stand 
out over all to 
appall 
the 
world. 
Chief of these is that greatest crime 
against civilization and culture, the 
worst since tlie thirty years war, the 
shameless holocaust of the unrepli- 
eabh* treasures lit by blind barbarian 
vengeance at Louvain. 
It was un­ 
pardonable and 
inexcusable. 
And 
following on the murder of the non- 
combatants . tsewhere in Belgium it 
emphasiy s the blood lust 
of 
our 
enemy. 
“ 1 would sooner see England blot­ 
ted out of history than to have seen 
her remain a silent witness to this 
tragic4 triumph of force over law and 
freedom. 
That was j u s t what Ger­ 
many meant when s h e forced this 
war. 
That was what was behind her 
invasion of Belgium and her viola­ 
tion of Belgium neutrality. 
“Germany’s ultimate aim

cfush the independenc'c not only of 
Belgium, hut of Holland and Swit­ 
zerland as well. 
It is England’s duty 
to crush this aggression.

(B y United Press.) 
Washington, Sept. 4.—That Tur­ 
key has not declared 
war 
against 
any country and that she will fur­ 
ther insist upon her neutrality was 
the substance of a cablegram from 
Constantinople to the Turkish am­ 
bassador today. 
The cable as translated at the em­ 
bassy read verbatim as follows : 
“I hereby inform yon that by rea­ 
son of the neutrality he has adopted, 
Turkish military authorities order to 
insure by every possible means per­ 
fect safety of merchant vessels of 
belligerents and of 
neutral 
states 
taking refuge in her ports.” 
Ambassador A. Rustem Bey said 
lie interpreted this as direct infor­ 
mation from his 
government 
that 
Turkey had not declared war, and 
that she will insist upon her neutral­ 
ity. 
He said this cablegram contra­ 
dicted all rumors of war by Turkey. 
The cable was sent by the Turkish 
minister of foreign affairs and left 
Constantinople September 3.

resigned because he was unable to 
attend to the duties of his office and 
his secretary has been named as his 
successor. 
Bordeaux is seven hours ride from 
Pans by the fastest train but elabo­ 
rate plans have been made to main­ 
tain communication. 
Even though 
the telegraph lines should be inter­ 
rupted, the government will be able 
to keep in touch by wireless through 
the emergency stations at tlie war 
office and the VYiffel tower station. 
The military regulations covering 
entrance and exit were strongly en­ 
forced today. 
While the 
refugees 
from the north were permitted to en­ 
ter, the government 
was 
making 
arrangements to 
send 
the 
right 
through the 
city. 
Special 
trains 
were in service and all were crowded 
Ambassador Herrick was hurrying 
all Americans to the seaeoast where 
arrangements had been made to send 
them across to England. 
The government has made elabor­ 
ate preparations 
to care 
for 
the 
refugees from the zone of fighting. 
Concentration camps will be estab­ 
lished wherever necessary and 
all 
will he fed and housed. 
Although the government has been 
moved to Bordeaux find the records 
of the nation have also been sent 
there,, the United States embassy 
will 
renmin 
here. 
Ambassador 
Myron T. 
Herrick 
very 
frankly 
stated that he sees no reason for 
moving at this time. 
The embassy 
is neutral territory. 
It will not he 
attacked and, even though the Ger­ 
mans should eventually occupy the 
city, the ambassador, and his staff 
would he in no dangey. Paris is the 
center 
for the American 
refugees 
who are coming from the South and 
from Switzerland. 
The ambassador

believes he can best serve them bv 
remaining here. 
At his request the 
banking bouse of Morgan Har.jes & 
Co., which has been handling the em­ 
bassy’s financial business, will re­ 
main open at least for the present.

moved are being sent away today. 
They are being transferred on spec­

It is certain that whether Paris is

besieged or not, it will he the center 
of the pivoted operations planned to 
follow any further retreat of the al­ 
lied left wing. 
There is no doubt 
that the 
Germans plan 
a siege. 
Their great thirty ton Krupp guns, 
which were so serviceable in smoth­ 
ering out the Namur forts, are being 
moved 
south. 
Instead 
of horses, 
the Germans are 
using 
enormous 
traction engines to bring the guns 
forward. 
The French artillery ex­ 
perts, however, 
profess to 
believe 
these guns will prove utterly in-ef­ 
fective against even the outer ring 
of fortifications. 
The fact that a supreme 
effort 
made Tuesday and Wednesday ‘to 
crumple up the allied left, and drive 
it back on the center, failed has 
greatly added to the confidence 
of 
the military experts here.

Germans

action their entire 
strength, 
even 
pushing the reserve forward. 
The 
allies mowed them down like wheat 
with their 
artillery and

man rifle fire was poor.

killed two.”

there” putting his finger to his fore­ 
head. 
“Ilis helmet went spinning 
and I picked it up later and saw the 
hole my bullet made.” 
Clerks, brokers and business men 
have been turned into fighting devils. 
The Belgians were not out of their 
uniforms lor days at a time. 
Sleep­ 
ing and eating in the trenches when 
they could, they 
became 
veritable 


v a g a b o n d s. 
Even when catching a 
few w in k s of sleep the men lay with 
their rifles on their arms, ready for 
action.
